Thritt Kiu, Dead 


Virgin Interactive's gory slugfest pays the ultimate price 
T: axe has dropped on Virgin Interactive's 


PlayStation fighter, Thrill Kill. What could have 
become the most violent video game ever 
released on a console has been cancelled. The title 
switched hands from Virgin to Westwood Studios, which 
was recently bought by Electronic Arts. The official word on this 
cancellation is that Electronic Arts does not think the game is suit- 
able for the market because of its graphic content. We've also 
learned that the game had received an AO rating from the ESRB, 
but was re-edited and submitted again to receive an M. 
Even with that lighter rating, EA has decided not to 
release it. A decision has been made not to censor or clean up the title's 
content for release, or license the title to 
another company to bring out. Instead, 
Westwood, who still owns the rights 
to the game's unique four-player 
fighting engine, is keeping its 
options open to develop an 
entirely new title using the Thrill 
Kill technology. Of course, it's not 
certain whether this will actually 
happen, but we'll keep you posted.

ESPN Games Get 
Stuffed 


The Radical alliance with ESPN crumbles 


he saga of Radical Entertainment and its ESPN Digital Games license plays out like an 
Т: novel. After securing a lucrative sports license, and producing a promising slate 

of launch games, Radical's shaky financial situation provoked an Electronic Arts attempt at 
a buyout. Disney, wary of EA securing the license, yanked it from troubled Radical, leaving the 
developer with a slate of unfinished games, and an uncertain future. 

Radical is now left to return to its roots as a game developer in Vancouver, Canada, having 
closed its San Francisco office, without the ESPN Digital Games license to its name. Disney 
Interactive told us that its plans to launch ESPN Digital Games is on hold, and withdrew its 
backing of Radical's titles. 

So, what will happen to the games it had developed under the ESPN license? ESPN X Games 
Pro Boarder has been picked up by EA, who will have to strip off the license, and Radical's 
National Hockey Night and NBA Tonight titles are currently in the process of being sold to other 
publishers. Unfortunately, the big problem is that both of these games were tailored to use the 
ESPN license, complete with color commentary, ESPN-style graphics and the ESPN logo promi- 

nently displayed. These will have to be removed, and will probably add 
substantial delay time to release of these games. Some of these games 
have received advanced praise from the media, but it's certain that 
they won't see the light of day in their present form. 


Bust A Groove Briefly 
Loses Its Rhythm 


89 Studios issued a statement in late September 
л that their upcoming PaRappa-style 
dancing game, Bust A Groove, had been canceled 
"due to contractual reasons beyond [their] control." 
Originally released last winter in Japan by Enix under 
the name Bust A Move, the cancelation came as a big 
surprise to many in the industry, especially since the 
American version was enjoying good prerelease press and 
seemed to be on the verge of completion. 
That same week, while everyone was still scratching their heads trying 
to figure out what could have possibly gone wrong, 989 Studios 
released a new statement saying that the previous letter was issued 
prematurely, and that Bust A Groove was indeed still scheduled 
for U.S. release. An Enix representative told us that the problem 
was the refusal of both sides' representatives to work with 
each other on some minor contract details, and that after the 
cancellation their superiors got together, quickly resolved 
the troubles, and had a good laugh about the whole thing.

J0 Unveils New 


Portable Game System 
and Software Lineup 


t's no secret that many of 

the best game development 
— d teams in the world are 
0 o © located in Japan. Maybe 
~~ you've heard of some of 
them: Konami, Namco, 
Square, and of course, 
Sony. Keeping this in mind, it should be 
no surprise that the Tokyo Game Show is 
one of the best places on the planet to 
get a sneak peek at the hottest new 
PlayStation games (not to mention some 
of the weirdest). 

Even though the show is dominated 
by software, the biggest PlayStation 
announcement was the unveiling of a new 
piece of hardware—the PocketStation. 

The PocketStation is the PlayStation's 
version of a PDA (Personal Data Assistant) 
and it is its own fully functioning portable 
game machine in addition to a standard 
15-block memory card. It has a 32x32 dot 
black and white screen, six buttons —four 
directional, one action and reset—and a 
speaker for music and sound effects. No 
playable game comes encoded on the 
PocketStation right out of the box, but by 
plugging it into the PlayStation's memory 
card slot, players can "download" various 
minigames from different PlayStation titles 
that support it. Two PocketStations can also 
communicate using infra-red signals (like 
your TV remote control), enabling players 
to trade saved game data or play head-to- 
head multiplayer games without the hassle 
or expense of a link cable. 

The emphasis for the new peripheral is 
clearly on gaming, but Sony hinted at 
broader uses for the PocketStation, such 
as an English dictionary for students or pos- 
sibly even something that could help out 
at work. Punctuating that point are some 
of the PocketStation's other basic features 
that include its own internal clock, (so it can 
also be used as a watch), alarm clock and 
calendar. The PocketStation will be available 
Dec. 23 in Japan for a retail price of 3000 
yen (about $26) in two styles—white and 
clear see-through, but we strongly advise 
that you wait for the U.S. version that we 
expect will be out sometime early next year. 

In the meantime, take a look at the pages 
ahead as OPM takes you on a comprehen- 
sive tour of the hottest (and most interest- 
ing) PocketStation games and other new 
PlayStation titles found on the floor of the 
Tokyo Game Show.

Every new piece of hardware needs a 
“killer-app” to make people want to buy it in 
droves. Below are some of the "killer-apps" 
titles that have the potential to make gamers 
want a PocketStation. Keep in mind these are 
Japanese release dates. 


Two different Pocket- 
Station games were shown 
from the Japanese version 
of Crash 3; the first has 
you time button presses 
to make Crash do his 
infamous dance, the other 
is sort of like a voyeuristic Tamagotchi, where 
you can peek in on Crash as he lives in your 
PocketStation. Players can watch Crash eat, 
sleep, watch television, bathe, etc.

The sequel to Poporocrois, this Sony RPG was only 
shown on video.

This is the PocketStation game everyone wants 
to know about, but Square isn't 
talking. They only showed a 
video clip of a chocobo strolling 
along with a sun in the back- 
ground. Our best guess is that 
this is a chocobo-raising 
Tamagotchi-type deal. 


LEGEND OF LAGAIA, Available in Japan 
Although this game will be out in Japan by the time 
you read this, Sony's other new RPG Legend of Lagaia 
———— WAS only existed on video at 
the show. Patient showgoers 
could wait in a huge long 
line for a demo CD, but OPM 
readers like yourself will 
have it on next month’s 
The Muumuu character demo disc—in English! 
from Jumping Flash 1 and 2 is 
back and has his own game. 
Like Pocket Dungeon, this game 
is designed completely around 
the PocketStation; LOTS of Y ( 
various minigames are includ- 
ed on this one, like skiing, fishing, 
a racing game and Hopping Flash!, 
just to name a few.

| much attention as Final 
?7 Fantasy VIII. Two giant 
video walls flanked Square's booth, 
showing CG cutscenes from FFVIII and 
luring awestruck showgoers into their 
booth like giant bug zappers (no one 
died however). The movement, detail 
and just overall realism of the FMV 


shown was truly movie-quality, gathering 
big crowds every time it played. 

Even better, inside Square's booth 
eager gamers could get in line for a 15- 
minute session with a playable version 
of the game, starting where the demo 
released earlier this summer with Brave 
Fencer Musashi left off. Plenty of new 
details emerged: Part of the demo had 
you challenge a dungeon as part of a 
test from your classes at Garden, a dark 
cave with churning molten lava sur- 
rounding its paths and the Guardian 
Force Effrit as its final Boss. A brief 
glimpse at the overworld looked very 
much like the one from Final Fantasy VII, 
but with a more detailed and realistic 
icon for your character instead of the 
usual, cuter look. Just as FFVII had its 
Materia system, FFVIII features the new 
“Junction” system for its basis of game- 
play. The Guardian Force (or G.F.) sum- 
moning magics are especially important 
to the new system; not only do the 
G.Fs themselves go up levels now, but 
you can also link (or junction") them to 
weapons and armor to lend those items 
magical properties (like thunder, water 
or fire effects). 


If you haven't heard of Square, 
chances are you haven't owned a 
PlayStation for very long. Well- 
known for their excellent role- 
playing games and technological 
prowess, Square could be consid- 
ered the PlayStation's premier 
third party. Pay special attention 
to the games below, chances are 
you'll be hearing a lot more about 
some of them in the future. 


A collaboration between Dream 
Factory (makers of Tobal 1 and 2) 
and Namco (oh, you know they 
made Tekken), Ehrgeiz didn't get 


much attention at the arcades, 

but it looks like it could be huge on 
the PlayStation. The hi-res and 
super-smooth graphics and move- 
ment are some of the best the 
PlayStation has ever seen in a 
fighter. This is especially impres- 
sive considering the beautiful 3D 
environments. Seeing this game in 
motion is enough to make you 
believe that there is still untapped 
potential left in the PlayStation. But 
even bringing home an amazing 
port of the arcade game isn't 
enough for Dream Factory; they're 
also adding a few big extras just 
for the PlayStation version. New 
characters (including Yuffie, 


Vincent, and Sepiroth from Final 
Fantasy VII) join the fight, and an 
all new Quest Mode has been 
added a la Tobal 1 and 2. Hori is 
even doing an Ehrgeiz edition of 
their arcade fighting stick to 
coincide with the release. 


Even though it was only shown on 
video, SaGa Frontier 2 ended up 
being one of the most exciting 
games of the show. Instead of the 
prerendered CG used in the first 
game, everything in Saga 2 has an 
incredibly fresh and original graph- 
ical style to it, almost like you're 
playing a watercolor painting. A 
brief glimpse of combat gave 
more reason for hope: giant 
animating enemies, multiple 
party members and those 
awesome trademark Square 
spell effects. Hopefully the 
designers have learned from 
the mistakes they made with 
the first SaGa Frontier (and 
there were plenty) and can 
redeem the once great repu- 
tation of the SaGa series. 
From the looks of everything 
so far, they are on the right track. 


The first Chocobo's Mysterious 
Dungeon consisted of pretty basic 
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dungeon exploration and quick 
combat action, and the sequel 
looks like more of the same. This 
time around your chocobo can be 
joined by one of three familiar 
friends from the Final Fantasy uni- 
verse who will help him on his 
quest: a moogle, white priestess (to 
heal him), or good ol' Cid (who 
helps attack enemies with his tank). 
Weapons and armor now have a 
limited durability, but when they 
break you gain feathers and can 
use them to cast spells or raise 
your chocobo's powers. Even 
though it sold over a million copies 
in Japan, the first Chocobo's 
Dungeon never made it to America 
so it doesn't look good for the 
sequel—and honestly it's no big 
loss. CMD is a pretty simple and 
repetitive game, aimed at a 
younger market in Japan that 
doesn't know any better. 


No, not the minigame from Final 
Fantasy VII, but an all-new cutesy 
cart racer that takes some of your 


favorite Final Fantasy characters 
(like a Moogle, Behemoth, Black 
Wizard, Golem, etc.) and pits them 
against one another in one- or two- 
player split-screen competition. Did 
someone say Mario Kart? There are 
five different play modes for this 
one, including Time Attack, 
94% Relay, Grand Prix, Vs. and 
even a Story Mode starring, 
you guessed it, the chocobo. 
CR was only shown on tape 
and didn't look bad, but the 
graphics didn't have the 
"wow" quality you'd expect 
from Square, and the overall 
design seemed unoriginal 
at best.

Winter '99, Tecmo 

Tecmo's follow-up to their hit monster 
breeding sim from last year, MR2 looks 
almost identical to the first game. The 
big difference this time is the use of the 
PocketStation, which means you can 
now take your little friends with you 
everywhere as you train and raise them 
for combat. 


RPGs may have recently gained 
wider acceptance in America due 
to the record-breaking sales of 
Final Fantasy VII, but they have 
been the bread-and-butter (or rice 
and bean paste, if you will) of the 
Japanese console market ever 
since the first save battery went 
into a cart. After wading through a 
sea of mediocre and odd RPGs at 
TGS that have no chance of ever 
being brought to America (and 
since we already covered Square), 
three titles stood out among the 
weird and the crappy that we felt 
deserve the attention of the yan- 
kee RPG connoiseur. 

First and foremost would have to 
be the latest in one of Japan's 
most popular series ever in the 
genre, Dragon Quest VII. 
Unfortunately, very little was 
shown of this highly anticipated 
RPG at Enix's booth, just a brief 
minute or so looping video of what 
we've already seen in screenshots 
actually moving. Even though the 
environments are now all 3D with 
a controllable rotating camera, 
DOVII still has a definite old-school 


flava, with familiar-looking sprite 
characters all trailing the party 
leader in a line as they walked 
around a giant castle. Although 
the graphics were nothing too 
spectacular, the camera did zoom 
WAY out in the demo, demonstrat- 
ing the game's potential for dis- 
playing the world on a larger scale 
than possible in most RPGs. The 
big question still left unanswered, 
however, is what combat will be 
like. DOVII is currently scheduled 
for release this summer in Japan. 
Another RPG combining 2D 


characters and 3D backgrounds, 
Atlus' Thousand Arms is currently 
nearing completion for a 
December launch date. Finally 
seeing Thousand Arms in person 
after looking at so-so screenshots 
for months was quite a pleasant 
surprise—backgrounds are finely 
detailed and varied, and all the 
characters have a not quite super- 
deformed, but very anime 
style to them. The cutscenes 
also look fantastic, as do the 
battles and effects. We heard 
that TA will even incorporate a 
dating minigame, for those of 
you who have been hoping for 
more romance in your RPGs 
(...sounds of crickets chirp- 
ing...a tumbleweed floats 
by...). Definitely the highlight 
of Atlus' booth and hopefully 
something they are consider- 
ing translating for the U.S. market. 
Last but not least is Tamamayu 
Story from Genki. Though the 
name might not seem familiar, the 
art from the game should—charac- 
ter design and art direction was 
handled by Katsuya Kondou and 
Studio Gibli, the company behind 
some of the most popular anima- 
tion to come out of Japan, includ- 
ing Kiki's Delivery Service and the 
upcoming Princess Mononoke.

A young boy named 
Souhei (that’d be you) who loves bugs 
and was looking forward to the exhibi- 
tion takes it upon himself to save the 
day and recover all the missing insects 
himself...gripping, eh? 

Anyway, Battle Bugs is basically a 
strategy/RPG with various different 


insects fighting it out instead of the 
usual crew of wizards and warriors.

and remote-controlled "Rain Missiles" that you can remotely 
detonate to drop a well-timed fiery shower on your opponent.

NAPALM 


We talked with engineers at Ford Motor Company 
to find out if Twisted Metal was feasible in the 
real world, or if 989 Studios is just full of it. 


No, Ford does not test their cars for 
missile impacts, gun shots or being 
dropped from heights. However, they 
are designed so that the occupant will 
survive a 30 m.p.h. crash into a solid 
wall. However, the vehicle is undriv- 
able after the collision. 


Inch-thick 1010 CRS steel should 
be sufficient to stop a large 
caliber bullet from pene- 
trating the vehicle 
cockpit. It's really 
f king thick steel. 
The technical 
acronym is 

"RFT Steel." 


Ford does not offer armor upgrades on 
their vehicles because the additional 
weight would not allow them to meet the 
federal gas mileage requirements. They 
rely on after-market shops to add the 
armor for the customer. 
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An airbag would definitely help protect the 
occupant if a car fell off a highway. If the 
car exploded from napalm, the occupant 
may not be present to be protected by the 
airbag or the bag might be damaged. 


It depends on which part of the car is on 
fire, but the primary problem would be 
that the driver would probably stop 
functioning before the car would. 


The cost of the guns plus approxi- 
mately $5,000. 


Twin-mounted machine guns 
would deteriorate the aerody- 
namics of the car and 
increase the drag 
coefficient. Further- 
more, the weight of

due to the thrust of the missile. If the 
thrust was substantial enough, the 
vehicle could be propelled in the opposite 
direction. If this occurred, an unbelted 
occupant would be thrown through the 
windshield or severely injured. Basically, 
the car would go 60 m.p.h. to minus 

60 m.p.h. in 4.5 seconds.

In a battle between a Mustang and a 
Viper, the Viper would definitely win due 
to the higher horsepower to weight ratio.

989 Studios gears up to make a solid action game

hen Syphon Filter was shown for 
W: first time, we at OPM thought it 
might be a Metal Gear Solid rip-off. 


After finally getting some extensive time on a 
playable version of the game, we're pleased 
to report that although the two games do 
share some similarities, Syphon Filter is 
original enough to hold its own. 

Syphon Filter drops you into the shoes of 
Gabriel Logan, a 
tough-guy counter- 
terrorism specialist 
assigned to prevent a 
biological terrorist 
attack from happen- 
ing in the States. 

To accomplish this, 
you'll have to com- 
plete numerous mis- 
sions, each of which 
has lists of objectives 
for you to complete. 
As you progress 
through each mis- 
sion, voice-overs and 
letterboxed real-time 
cinemas will move 
the plot along. 


The game- 
play is present- 
ed in the third- 
person and 
during most of 
the action the 
camera follows

If 
there's anything that can be said 
about Syphon Filter right now, 
it's that it really makes you feel 
like you're in the middle of a 
warzone.

ack when the Village People's

Other new additions to the classic gameplay 
include special weapons found on each 
level, such as mines, shock waves and 
gun satellites. The weapons give your 
scantily armed ship a better chance at 
survival and prove invaluable when finally 
meeting up with the challenging level 
Bosses. The first Boss is large and diffi- 
cult. Encompassing nearly a quarter of 
the screen, the Boss mercilessly pounds 
your tiny ship with its guns while slowly 
moving across the screen. At this point 
the Boss proves almost too difficult, due 
to its imposing size and the restrictive size 
of the screen. If the game grows too diffi- 
cult, players can opt to use the Two-player 
Cooperative Mode for double the firepower. 


Activision has kindly included a version of the 
arcade classic. Featuring the original sound and 
vector graphics, the arcade version can feel even 
more intense than the PlayStation version. While 
Activision has spent much time balancing the 
difficulty and adding a comfortable learning curve 
in the new Asteroids, the arcade classic is difficult 
and never lets up. For example, flying saucers 
appear more frequently and their aim is uncanny.

A story of potential fulfilled 


rash has never seemed to be able to catch a break with the 
critics. The first two games, which millions have embraced 
worldwide, never seemed to achieve critical acclaim in line 
/ with their financial success. This may be because game 
reviewers, who see dozens of great-looking games every 
month, tend to focus more on basics of gameplay, where the general 
public can be more easily impressed by a great-looking game, even if 
its gameplay is fundamentally flawed. 

Well, I'm here to say it's time to give Crash his due. Crash Bandicoot: 
WARPED, the third game in the series, has managed to squash the 
series’ nagging 3D-spawned gameplay issues under the weight of some 
entirely new, and entirely enjoyable, game elements. And no self- 
respecting game reviewer can fail to recognize that Crash 3 is simply 
one of the most all-around enjoyable games ever to see the PlayStation. 


The key to Crash 3's universal appeal is diversity. Don't go for all that

jump-on-boxes stuff? Go for a spin on a motorcycle. Or a jetbike. Or a 
biplane. Don't like the Medieval levels? Head to ancient Egypt or the 
Great Wall of China. Don't want to try to find every box on a level? Try 
racing through it instead. Naughty Dog and Universal have managed to 
include so very many different elements that if you can't find something 
you like in this game...well, Jack, you're dead. 

And all these different elements aren't there simply for variety's sake. 
Each area is well fleshed-out, and enjoyable in its own right. In fact, the 
engine in Coco's jetbike levels could very easily be used for its own 
game, and could give any other game of the type—including the Big 
N's Waverace 64—a run for its money. It's that good. If you're like me, 
you'll find yourself just cruising around those levels simply for the joy of 
it. Screw the crystal, I'm hitting that jump again! 

Furthermore, the game features an impressive degree of depth. 
Casual gamers may find simply completing the game with all 25 main 
crystals a sufficient challenge, but more serious players can aim for 
the more demanding goals of hunting down every box on every

level, or beating the times of every level for a Sapphire, Gold or 
Platinum Relic. Plus, there's a good number of secret elements that 
only the most dedicated (or luckiest) players will discover. (If you con- 
sider yourself neither, you could always check out this month's 

strategy...) All this depth in effect allows the player to tailor 
the game to his/her level of expertise. 

Aiding this is the return of the transparent 
player assistance introduced in Crash 2. This 
system uses some very subtle means to help out 
players who are stuck in a particular area, which 

lessens the chance of the game 
becoming excessively frustrat- 
ing. Expert gamers will

gladly accepted the help during some of the more challenging, less 
enjoyable segments. (Curse those futuristic levels!) The system is 
yet another element that deepens the gameplay and broadens the 
game's appeal. 


Permeating all this nifty gameplay are some of the best graphics 
seen on any system. The levels are rich and colorful, the animation is 
without peer, and the special effects are in some instances simply jaw- 
dropping. The jetbike levels, in addition to being a blast to play, look 
absolutely stunning. I'll be very surprised if any developer manages to 
make water look more realistic on the PlayStation. And all this graphic 
goodness is punctuated with enough gorgeous lighting effects to 
show those fancy-pants European developers a thing or two. 

Added to this is the unusual musical score which, by playing off the 
themes of the different time periods, is actually even more memorable 
this time around. Excellent Dual Shock support rounds out the list of 
game-enhancing extras. 


After beating each Boss, Crash learns one 
new ability which will prove essential in future 
areas. They are, from left to right: Super Belly 
Flop, Double Jump, Death Tornado, Bazooka 
and Crash Dash. The Crash Dash, a sprint 
ability awarded after beating Cortex, may 


not seem like much until you realize the effect 
it will have on your ability to beat the level 
times. Keep each new ability in mind when 
taking on a new level; some obstacles that 
seem insurmountable may actually prove 
simple with the right approach. 


Variety really is the 
name of the game

Check out that water 
effect (far right)! 


Of course, no game is perfect. Crash 3 still contains the kinds of 
levels that frustrated players of the original Crash, which means that 
there will still be plenty of opportunity to miss jumps you thought 
you'd make, to jump accidentally off the front of a side-scrolling 
area—all the things that are basically unavoidable in a game which 
employs a 3D engine (however limited). And all those newfangled 
gameplay elements actually make those more standard levels a bit 
less interesting by comparison; but someone famous once said, "It's 
the silence between the notes that makes the music," and without 
these standard levels the unusual areas wouldn't seem so unusual, 
now would they? 

One other thing that's bugged me from the beginning is the fact 
that most enemies don't have death animations; when Crash dispatch- 
es them they usually just freeze in place and shoot off into the dis- 
tance. With the rest of the animation so elaborate, it would be nice 
to see a bit more satisfying detail when Crash takes out his foes. 


You'll find a number of entertaining movie 
spoofs scattered throughout the game. Check 
out this scene from The Terminator (above), 
or these (right) from Raiders of the Lost Ark... 


Finally, when you get right down to it the reward for finding every 
single Crystal, Gem, Relic and secret in the game is a bit disappoint- 
ing. Granted, endings certainly aren't the most important element of 
a game, but if you've managed the impressive feat of wringing every 
last bit from this game, you should be duly rewarded. 


If it seems like I'm nitpicking, that's because there's really nothing 
significantly flawed with this game. In addition to addressing the 
problems of the earlier games, the developers have thrown in so 
many different elements, each one so entertaining in its own right, 
that Crash has finally become the universally appealing game it's 
wanted to be since the beginning. 

So, Crash has at last managed to fulfill the potential that we 
saw way back in September of 1996. Way to go, little orange guy. 
We knew you could do it.

f Konami did a half-decent job of bringing their Contra 

] series of games to the PlayStation, there would have been 

/ much less of a reason to make a game like Assault. But, of 
course, the last two Contra games have been lousy, opening

Set in a 3D world, Assault shamelessly incorporates all of the game-

| a doubt the best hockey game ever. Coming into this 

j year, I must admit I was a little worried about NHL 99. 
After all, NHL 98 was so good that there just wasn't 

much room for improvement, and there's always the chance that 

something could get screwed up. 

Well, that something did happen. While this is still this year's best 
hockey game, NHL 99's gameplay is definitely not as good as its 
predecessor. The frame-rate is significantly more choppy, and the 
speed of gameplay is much slower than last year's as well. You really 
have to wonder what in the heck the developers were thinking when 
they went and messed around with many of the things that helped 
NHL 98 garner so much critical acclaim. 

But the news isn't all bad. There are some slight improvements to 
other areas of the game. To enhance the aesthetics, EA has added 
more detailed ice textures that wear down as the game goes on, mak- 
ing the rink look slightly more realistic. Also, the new motion-captured

player animations look great, and there's even some new punches 
during the brutal hockey fights that fans love so much. NHL 99 is also 
a little deeper than last year's game. New coaching strategies have 
been added, and you can practice some of them (along with other key 
situations) with the Coaching Drill Mode. My favorite new feature is the 
visible shot power meter that helps you to be more precise on the 
amount of juice you put behind a shot. 

Even with all of these minor enhancements, NHL 98 is still better 
than both this game and NHL Face Off '99. Electronic Arts desperately 
needs to learn when to stop changing facets of their games that are 
already in excellent shape. If you're 
a die-hard hockey fan who needs 
all of the new rosters and sched- 
ules, go ahead and pick up NHL 
99, but you'll probably find your- 
self going back to play NHL 98.

SPHYNXINATOR - The first thing to do is walk into the 
screen from the beginning to find four boxes. The 
path to the left is very short and only contains two 
Nitro boxes. There really isn't any reason to go over 
there but if you do, slide into a double jump and then 
use the Death Tornado Spin to get to the other side. 
The path to the right will take you to the blue plat- 
form, which requires the Blue Gem to use. Be careful 
of spears that will pop out of holes in the floor. Crash 
can walk past them when they are fully extended. 


BYE BYE BLIMPS - I don't think bandicoots were meant 
to fly, but don't tell them that. Coco'll take to the 
skies in a biplane to 
destroy a handful of 
blimps. Boxes are

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tied to balloons floating around the area. Hold down 
the fire button to keep a steady stream of bullets cut- 
ting through the air.

FUTURE FRENZY - Unfortunately, things in the future don't get any 
easier. Conveyor belts connect platforms, with green ones moving 
forward and blue ones moving backward. Some of N. Gin's goons 
will be hovering about in ships, shooting bursts of electricity. 
Double jump to hit them on the head or make a run for it between 
blasts. The bonus area will require you to combine your skills. 
Double jump into the Death Tornado Spin to float across big gaps. 
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TOMB WADER - This level needs a good deal of patience to complete 
and is one of the hardest levels in the game. Spin the handles on 
the floor to open doors. Various sections of the path will repeatedly 
fill with water and then drain. You will need to make it to safety 
while the water level is low. Floating platforms and raised steel 
crates are your escape from the rising tide. There are also some 
large blocks which will come in and out of the wall. Skilled jumping 
can get you ahead, but don't push it. When you think you can make 
it to the next platform, you're usually wrong. Get a head start by 
jumping off of a platform just as the water begins to go down. 
Double jump over enemies carrying large shields or they'll knock 
you backward. The bonus area is kind of tricky. 
At the end, there is an Exclamation box which 
will cause Nitro boxes to fill in the outlines. 
Make a running double jump, hitting the the 
second jump at the very peak. Spin once and 
you will land perfectly on the TNT. There is 
also a "hard path" just past the bonus area on 
the left which contains the Blue Gem. 


GONE TOMORROW - Crash will want to put that bazooka to use here. 
Avoid troublesome enemies by blasting them from a safe distance with 
Wumpa fruit. There are some very large robots that will fire three mis- 
siles at you and then flip upside down to reveal a target for you to hit. 
The easiest way to go about this level is to have the Green Gem. 
There are a lot of Exclamation boxes throughout the level, some of 
which can't be triggered until you go through the area with the Green 
Gem. Retracing your steps to find the newly created boxes makes this 
level a pain in the ol' bandicoot butt. 


ORANGE ASPHALT - This is the last chance for Crash to make it as a 
biker. Obstacles are the same as in Road Crash, with one major differ- 
ence, the police cars move. These will be the spots that will give you 
the most trouble. They will force you to pass carefully, since they usu- 
ally block the road next to a pothole. Keep an eye out for the speed 
boost hidden behind a road block. You'll have to crash through the 
barrier to hit it, but it's worth the extra boost. 


FLAMING PASSION - The Green Gem, the last colored gem, is located 

on this level. You will need to make it to the "hard path" to reach it. 

Long stretches of empty walkway usually have sword throwers waiting 

on the other end. More of our molotov cocktail-tossing friends line the 

path. If you aren't hav- 
ing much luck getting 
past them, nail them 
with some fruit from 
your bazooka. 
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MAD BOMBERS - Crash will do his best imper- 
sonation of the Red Baron on this level. The 
five bombers need to have both propellers shot to send them to the 
ground. Use the health balloons sparingly, as the enemy planes will 
be constantly strafing you. Remember to use that barrel roll. 


BUG LITE - A unique level, Bug Lite has Crash running around in the 
dark. The level begins outside in a lit area and continues into the dark- 
ness. Fireflys will give you the light necessary to make it through. 
Speed is important here since each firefly is only with you for a short 
while until you reach the next one. The halls are littered with pits to 
jump over, as well the usual quota of 
roaming mummies. The bonus area 
here is particularly hard, because 
you'll probably run out of light. Clear 
everything up until the huge stack of 
boxes. Break all of them and use the 
bazooka to sight the Nitro boxes in 
front of you. Continue forward until 
you see some fruit and then double 
jump across to the exit. You will come 
across the Blue Gem platform as you 
go through the level. The thing is, 
you don't just need the Blue Gem 

to get through this area, but all of 
the gems. This area is divided up 

by the gems, with each section focus- 
ing on a specific type of obstacle 
you've encountered. 
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“$о it has come down to this. You're no match for Uka Uka!" Crash must 


avoid the two masks as they lock horns, as well as avoid Dr. Cortex. First, 
the masks will form an energy bar between them, spinning around the 
room in a counterclockwise motion. Neo will fire several shots, following it 
up by throwing down a handful of mines. After he has thrown the last mine 
is the moment to hit him. When he is down, knock him into the hole in the 
center of the room. The masks will then tangle into a whirlwind, moving in 
an s-pattern around the room. Neo will attack in the same fashion again. 
The final portion of the battle will have both Aku Aku and Uka Uka colliding 
together and then spinning wildly around the room. Keep Crash moving 
around to dodge the fray, finally knocking Cortex back in time. The final 
power Crash will gain is the Crash Dash. 


Crash Bandicoot 3 


In the main warp room, a platform will raise up once you have five 
relics. Take the platform to a sixth warp area with three new levels. 
Two of the levels are ones you can already go to, but need to take 
this alternate route to complete. Each level requires a certain num- 
ber of Relics to enter, starting with 5 and going up to 25. 


SKI CRAZED - Coco is back at it. This new JetSki level has 100 boxes 
to collect and is considerably larger than the others. Floating mines 
are everywhere to sink you. Now is a good time to work on your 
JetSki tricks. To perform one of these tricks, do the first part while 
on the ramp and the second part once in the air. Hold down and 
then up to submerge yourself when you hit the water. Hold up and 
then down to do a backflip. Rolls to either side can be done by press- 
ing either right or left and then pressing the opposite direction. 
These techniques are useful to achieve fast times. 
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HANG 'EM HIGH ~ This is where you'll find the Yellow Gem. All of the 
usual sword-wielding bad guys are here to cut your visit short. Nitro 
boxes have been placed between many of the platforms to make you 
think twice about getting to the gem. The platform leaving the area 
will put you just in front of the level exit. 
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AREA 51? - What are those strange 
lights? Crash seems to have stum- 
bled across an unusual stretch of 
highway. It appears that this time 
the competition are a bunch of fly- 
ing saucers. This road race takes 
place in the dark, with only your 
headlights to show you the way. The 
curves in the road are highlighted 
with orange cones to help you stay 
on track. Watch those UFOs. They 
will take to the air when approach- 
ing a hole in the road and are a 
good early warning system. When 
approaching a barricade these 
aliens may suddenly move out 
of the way, knocking you off 
the road in the process. The 
local law enforcement responds to the strange sightings, but 
instead of moving back and forth they will come at you 
head-on. Get out of the way copper! 


FUTURE FRENZY - This alternate entrance to Future Frenzy will get you 
the second White Gem on this level. The path is scattered with a lot 
of Nitro boxes for Crash to run into, so make good use of the 
bazooka. It shouldn't give you much trouble. 


RINGS OF POWER - This final flying level is a lot of fun. The object is to 
keep your speed up while trying to go through all of the rings. Truth 
of the matter is that you only need to just catch the ring to have it 
count, letting Crash get into position for the next ring. Barrel roll as 
you go through the rings to pick up the pace. There are two different 
speeds you can reach, each represented by a colored cloud. If the 
cloud is yellow you're moving along well, but if it's purple you're 
hauling tail. Balloons are floating in front of rings, some of which 
have Nitro boxes attached to them. 
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GOLD RELICS - As you already know, Sapphire 
Relics are received when you beat the allot- 
ted time on a level which you have obtained 
a Crystal from. Once that time is achieved 
you can try to beat the gold time to receive 
the Gold Relic. These times are slightly hard- 
er to reach, requiring the use of the Timer 
boxes and shortcuts to beat. Surpass all of 
these times to get an additional White Gem 
and an added percent, not to mention a 
cool cinema. 


PLATINUM RELICS - When you have completed 
100% of the game, return to any level you 
received a Gold Relic on and you will see a 
platinum time. When Crash wins a Platinum 
Relic, it means you have the absolute best 
time possible. Every corner was cut and 
every Timer box was used. You will need to 
be virtually flawless. What does this get you, 
you ask? Bragging rights. These are the 
times set by the development team and con- 
sidered to be nearly unattainable. 


GOING PLATINUM - How do you beat these 
insane times? Well, here are a couple of 
ideas to get you started. Timer boxes are 
imperative to hit. You can play a course for 
1:30 and rack up 1:15 worth of extra time. 
Avoid jumping and spinning (unless on a one 
of Pura’s stages) to shave off a couple sec- 
onds. Ramps will slow you down, so pass up 
using them on the jet ski and racing levels, 
unless there is a Timer box to gain from 
doing so. The Fruit Bazooka will also aid you 
in your quest. When going into the screen, 
pass up the Time Clock and shoot it while 
you are a good distance ahead. That should 
give you enough ideas to get started. Good 
luck in search for the ultimate time!

LUMINA: Upon being summoned, Musashi is asked 
to find Lumina, the Sword of Luminescence. After 
passing through the forest, you will come to the 
Spiral Tower, which houses Lumina. Destroy the four 
statues to raise the tower and work your way to the 
top. Assimilate Gunshot at the top of the stairs to 
drop the bell and put out the flame, opening the 
door in the process. On the top of the tower, you 
will see Lumina encased in a force field. Walking 
over the plate leading to the sword will briefly lower 
the force field, but won't give you enough time to 
reach it. Pick up one of the soldiers and throw them 
toward the sword. When he steps on the plate to 
rejoin his friends, grab Lumina. 


Break the barrier to obtain 
Lumina once you reach the 
top of the Spiral Tower. 
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Tips and Strategies For Completing the Game 


STEAM KNIGHT: There are three phases to this 
battle, all of which are relatively similar. During the 
first phase he will attack you with either his ball and 
chain or a ring of fire. When he surrounds you with 
fire, use the Lumina Rotation to put out the flames. 
Jump out of the way when he swings the ball at 
you, attacking the front legs while they have 
momentarily stopped steaming. This is your only 
chance to inflict damage, so be patient. After ren- 
dering one of them inoperable, he will collapse, pro- 
viding an opportunity to strike his midsection. When 
his life bar has gone, you will throw him through the 
wall and into the second attack phase. The back set 
of legs will swivel to the front and you must strike 
them in the same manner as before. The 
only additional threat are the pillars he 
knocks down or throws at you. The third 
and final phase changes slightly. Avoid 
the ball and chain as before, but you 
must now strike him after he lands from 
jumping into the air. To avoid 
being squished, run toward 
the top of the screen when 
he jumps, quickly sprinting 
to the bottom of the screen as you 
see his shadow descending.

Spend some time in the Restaurant playing 
cards with Macho. For 100 dran you can play the High-Low game to 
increase your cash flow.

HIDDEN BINCHO FIELDS: There 
a couple of tricky locations when 
rescuing people from the Bincho 
Fields. One is under the wooden 
bridge on Twinpeak Mountain 
and the other is during the river 
rafting. Take the fork in the river 
to the left after the long, straight 
portion. Don't worry, you'll be 
able to raft again to reach the 
L-Bracelet at the bottom of the river. 


STEAM FACTORY: Having retrieved the L-Bracelet after the rapids, 
have it appraised and you will be sent to save Steamwood from 
exploding. Make sure you save before you get started. After talking 
to the engineer you will have 24 hours to get things back to nor- 
mal. Patience will get you through this potentially frustrating task. 
The valves you need to turn off require you to stop the pressure bar 
within the green portion until the valve bar reaches the top. As you 
progress up the levels, the pressure bar will move up more quickly. 
The timer on the left indicates the amount of time you have to turn 
off the next valve. Shutting the valves off didn't give me a problem, 
but jumping around onto the red pipes did. The slide Musashi does 
when he lands caused me to run out of time frequently, but if your 
jumping skills are honed this shouldn't give you too much grief. 


THE EARTH GUARDIAN: 
Four of the people you 
rescued are essential to 
opening the gate to Hell's 
Valley and to defeating 
Skullpion. As they pass the 
basket across the pit, you 
must use the Earth Attack 
to drop the contents onto 
his head. The bombs will 2 
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come most frequently, but — 
the big damage is done .

THE UNDERGROUND LAKE: When Musashi 
has reached the underground lake, he will 
need to jump on the revolving platforms to 
reach the island in the center. From the first 
platform you can jump to three other areas 
along the perimeter of the lake. There you 
will find a Minku, a treasure chest and Chief 
Gravie trapped inside of a Bincho Field. There 
is also another Bincho Field around the back- 
side of the island itself. 
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Toss a Vambee onto the plate to 
activate a bridge and then warp 


from room to room through the 
portals to find the Blue Eye. 
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THE BAR BASEMENT: 
There are four doors 
beneath the restau- 
rant, each containing a 
Blue Eye which needs to 
be found. I'll go through 
the tough spots in them. 
The door to the right of the Mannick the 
Bartender is the most confusing because of a 
series of portals. Cross the pit of spikes and 
go to the left side of the room. Throw a 
Vambee across the spikes to the switch plate 
which will form a bridge. You will come to 
three rooms with portals in them. Take the 
right portal in the first room and the left 
portal in the next two rooms. You will 
encounter arrows in a couple of areas, which 
can be avoided by holding R1 to use your 
sword as a shield. Through the door to the 
left of Mannick you will come across Bowlers. 
Acquire the Bowl technique to break through 
walls and bowl over enemies. When 10 
Vambees descend to form bowling pins, you 
can increase your Body, Mind, Fusion and 
Lumina levels by getting a strike. 


SAVE THE BELL: The battle in the church is 
won by staying alive until 7:00 a.m. They 
can't be destroyed, so use the Earth Attack to 
stun the enemies and keep moving to avoid 
being grabbed. They'll disintegrate in the 
sunlight. Musashi will find the Water Scroll 
down the well, along with the church bell. 
When moving the bell around, make sure you 
carry it onto the next screen. If you throw it 
you will have to start over. Having returned 
the bell, the priest will give you a statue 
which will open the door leading to the lair 
of the Water Crest Guardian. 


THE RELIC KEEPER: The newly obtained 
Water attack will do the trick against this 


Find the Misteria in the Coal Mine and later search 
the reservoir at the bottom of the well for the 


Guardian. He will attack 
in three phases. The first 
phase will consist of three 
attacks, starting with a giant 
fireball which shoots out 
several smaller fireballs. This is the best 
time to hit him. He will also morph into 
a fire sword which is tough to 
avoid. Stay near the handle of 
the sword for the best chance. 
Finally he will turn white and 
shoot a wave of fire across the 


ground. Double jump to avoid it. After some 
time you can strike the crystal. The second 
phase has the large fire ball moving about 
more frantically. He will also arch himself 
across the ground which can be avoided by 
positioning yourself under him. Another 
attack involves him turning into a pillar of 
flame in the center and dropping fire from an 
extended arm. The final phase includes all of 
the above attacks and one 
new one. He will settle in 
the middle and sprout a 
number of legs which will 
rotate. Stand near the wall 
and double jump over 
them to avoid being hit. 
When the battle is over 
you will receive the Water 
Crest from the Guardian.
